Herewith is submitted the biennial report of the Adjutant General 
of Florida, pertaining to the administration of the Division of Military 
and Naval Affairs of the Executive Department for the calendar years 
1937 and 1938 pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 2024 Compiled 
General Laws of Florida, 1927. 

Administration : 

A considerable increase in the administrative duties of organiza- 
tion commanders and of this office has developed within the past 
biennhim, due to the necessity of meeting higher standards of effici- 
ency, and to the large turnover of personnel. During the past year 
1,296 soldiers passed through and out of National Guard service while 
1,390 new recruits were accepted, a turnover of over 50%. 

Elsewhere in this report is listed major items of property under 
the jurisdiction of this office totalling $4,273,488.00, which represents 
an increase of approximately 20% during the biennium. More than 
four thousand different items of equipment ranging from shoelaces 
to 155 millimeter guns are carried on the accounts of the property 
officer.

Personnel Procurement for EMERGENCIES 

During the period covered by this report, considerable progress 
has been made in the study and development of plans for procuring 
voluntary recruits during the early days of a mobilization, and for the 
operation of a ■elective service law should an emergency demand. 
One officer of the State Staff has been detailed to attend annual War 
Department conferences, and all State Staff officers are pursuing a cor- 
respondence course, prepared by a joint Army and Navy committee 
on these important subjects. 

W ith the aid of established governmental agencies, and of patriotic 
civilian organizations, it is believed that the activation of prescribed 
inactive units and the procurement of personnel for war expansion 
of existing regiments, as contemplated by these plans, can be accom- 
plished in an expedious and orderly manner. 

Active State Service 

During the period covered by this report the National Guard has 
been called upon for active armed duty only once; when mob violence 
was threatened incident to the rape trial of Robert Hines. at Talla- 
hassee, on July 5th and 6th. 1937. Company M, 124th Infantry, re- 
ported to the civil authorities and produced a quieting effect which 
received the commendation of the presiding Judge. 



Uniform Chances 

To meet the special needs of Florida's tropical climate, the War 
Department has consented to the adoption of a new style fabric helmet 
to replace the old type service hat for uiiniotoriz.il troops. Another 
progressive change is represented by the adoption of trousers in lien 
of the uncomfortable breeches which had been in vogue since the 
World War. A short canvas leggin will be worn with trousers when 
in the held. 

Training 

Taking cognizance of the obsolescence of World War weapons and 
tactics, the United States has begun a modernization program of its 
armed forces. As a component of the Army, the National Guard is 
required to meet the changed conditions and accordingly alter and 
expand its training program. A higher standard of military profici- 
ency is constantly demanded. 

Now that war plans contemplate that the National Guard shall 
be prepared to take the field, at increased strength, on M-day, train- 
ing becomes of greatest importance. Through the mediums of Service 
Schools; Army Extension Course studies, and U. S. Army Instructors, 
the standard of military education has been considerably raised, and 
training schedules and programs reflect the more serious and studied 
consideration of all commanders. 

All phases of training of the National Guard are conducted under 
the supervision of officers of like branches of the Regular Army, these 
officers being especially selected by the War Department for their suit- 
ability for duty with the National Guard. During the armory training 
period these officers make frequent visits of instruction to the units 
of the Guard at their home stations, observe their training and make 
constructive criticisms. 

Field and Armory inspection reports of War Department inspec- 
tors indicate that all branches of the Florida National Guard measure 
up lo War Department standards, and the recent concentration and 
maneuver of the Third Field Array demonstrated to all military 
authorities that the Florida contingent was well prepared to perform 
;iny reasonable war mission to which it might be assigned. 

Semi-Automatic Rifle 

For the first time in thirty years a new rifle lias been adopted by 
the Army, and the 124th Infantry (Florida I will be among the first 
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National Guard regiments to replace it* old 1903 Model Springfield 
with this modern weapon. Delivery is expected early in April, 1939. 
The new .semi-automatic U. S. Rifle Caliber .30 311 insure* an 
increase of fire power more than two and one-half times over the old 
Springfield and with the new Ml ammunition will he effective up to 
a range of three mile-. 

KVWO COfttMl MCATIONS 

In modernizing ^military organizations it has been important that 
radio communications for field service keep abreast of mobility and 
this branch of training has been emphasized with the result that our 
combat regiments have developed highly proficient radio personnel. 
Twenty-eight high frequency sets of a portable field type for hoth 
voice and code are adequately manned and early delivery of three 
additional field sets for Use by artillery in communicating with air- 
craft i- expected. 

Legislative m*b Legal 

Vrtiele \l\ of the Constitution of the State of Florida, relating to 
the State Militia, was amended by the voters of the State at the General 
Election held on November 7, 1938. 

This amendment furnishes the needed Constitutional authority for 
existing Legislative Acts which prescribe that officers of the federally 
recognized National Guard shall be subject to suspension, discharge. 
removal or compulsory retirement as such, solely on the hasis of 
military proficiency, character and service, as determined according 
lo Army Regulations, and usages sanctioned by law. 

Pursuant to Legislative directive as contained in Chapter 18413. 
Laws of Florida, 1927, known as the Workmen's Compensation Law. 
all personnel of the Florida National Guard and of the Florida Naval 
Militia have been insured in the Bitumenous Casualty Company, 
which Company contracts to provide the prescribed compensation for 
disability or death resulting from an injury arising out of and in the 
course of employment. 

Vlthougfa the normal training duties of a National Guard soldier 
are nonhazanlou*. the rate of premium is listed in the higher bracket, 
along with law enforcement officers, and the budget of this Depart- 
ment has been strained to meet the annual premium of around 
S6,000.00. 
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Akyioriks 

The Armory construction program is rapidlj approaching eomple- 

lion, and within .mother year it is expected thai all units of the 
National Guard will occupy modern quarters. During the period of 
this report, local communities have sponsored seventeen new armories, 
under the construction operation of the Work* Progress Administra- 
tion, at a total cost of over S900,000.00. Eleven of these armories. 
with excellent training and secure Storage facilities, are now occupied 
l»y National Guard organizations, and have been co n v e yed to the 
State Armory Board, by various cities, either by warranty deed or 
long period leases. Six others are under construction with occupamv 
;i"iired early in the year. 

Upon completion of the above program the Stale Armory Board 
will have under its jurisdiction twenty-seven Armories, as follow-:

Thikd Armj Maneuvers 

All divisional units of the Florida National Guard which include 
Infantry. Field Artillery. Engineers, Medical and Quartermaster 
branches totaling 163 officers. 3 warrant officers. 2,020 enlisted men, 
participated in the Third Army Maneuvers which were conducted in 
the DeSoto National Forest in southern Mississippi, July 31 to August 
II. 1938. 

This concentration of Regular Army, National Guard and Organ- 
ized Reserves was the largest ever held in the south in peace times 
and while of inestimable training value, deficiencies were found which 
can and will be corrected in future maneuvers. 

Personnel of Field Artillery. Medical and Quartermaster units were 
transported into the maneuver area in organically assigned motor 
equipment, while the infantry and Engineers were transported by 
rail. All movement- operated with precision and orderliness. 

The report of field umpires indicate a well-founded knowledge of 
interior administration and military tactics: a high state of troop 
morale and discipline; and probably outstanding ability of the Florida 
Infantry and Field Artillery in maintaining efficient wire and radio 
communications. 

In this maneuver, one hundred and forty Reserve Officers of the 
several branches were assigned to organizations of the Florida Na- 
tional Guard, bringing the officer personnel of the Guard up to war 
strength. These ReserveOfficers performed excellent service and proved 
of great value to the National Guard. The dependability of this com- 
ponent in the plans of National Defense is unquestioned, and this head- 
quarters deeply appreciates their valuable and cooperative service.
